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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Species 1: Figure 1: Claims 2 and 
9-12 in the reply filed on 4/23/2008 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim 12, reciting the method of forming the light 
diffusion layer, corresponds to nonelected claim 8. Apparently, 
the claim has mistakenly been included in the election of the 
claims. As such, the claim has been withdrawn from further 
consideration . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kageyama (US 4,865,405). 
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Kageyama discloses a screen, characterized by comprising: 
an optical multilayer film on a absorbing base (3 of Fig. 2), 
said optical multilayer film (1 and 2 of Fig. 2) being comprised 
of (2n+l) layers (Table 1 and Table 2), where n is an integer of 
1 or more, which have a high reflection property with respect to 
light in a specific wavelength region and a high transmission 
property with respect to at least visible light in wavelength 
regions other than said specific wavelength region (See Fig. 3) ; 
wherein said base is transparent and said optical multilayer 
film is formed on both surfaces of said base (See Fig. 2) . 

It is noted that the method of forming said optical 
multilayer film by coating is not germane to the issue of 
patentability of the device itself. Therefore, this limitation 
has not been given patentable weight. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kageyama in view of Arfsten (US 4,568,578). 

Kageyama discloses the claimed invention, except for the 
method of producing the screen including the first coating step 
for forming by coating a first optical film having a high 
refractive index; a second coating step for forming by coating a 
second optical film having a lower refractive index than that of 
said first optical film; and said first coating step and said 
second coating 5 step are alternately conducted; or a first 
coating step for forming by dipping a first optical film having 
a high refractive index, on both surfaces of a base to be 
coated; a second coating step for forming by dipping a second 
optical film having a lower refractive index than that of said 
first optical film, on said both surfaces of a base to be 
coated; and said first coating step and said second coating step 
are alternately conducted, a step for forming a light absorbing 
layer for absorbing light which has transmitted through said 
optical multilayer film, on the outermost layer of one side of 
said optical multilayer film. 

However, Arfsted discloses the method of forming a filter 
by coating. 

It would have been obvious, at the time the invention was 
made, to design the method steps recited above in producing the 
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screen since the method is very common, cost efficient and 
suitable for mass production.
